Railway Lines. 



OPiMO\S MfW BY EXPERTS. 



Anent tbe proposition of Co'onel Albert 
E Boone to build a railway line from the 
Lakes to tbe Atlantic Ocean v in Maysville 
a recent issue nf The Pittsburgh Times 
thus speaks of the revival of raioway 
building: 

"A current Item spiuks of a new railway 
that is contemplated from Chicago to the 
Gulf of Mexico by way of Kansas City 
Wh le tbis particular project may, for the 
present, amount to nothing, there is rea 
son to believe that a number of similar 
ones are only awaiting a return of pros- 
perous and settled conditions to get under 
way. For a number of years railroad 
construction has been at a low ebb owing 
partly to overbuilding in the past and to 
financial conditions, but the time has come 
when the country baa grown up to and 
beyond its railway facilities in many 
sections, and when enterprise is ready to 
add largely to our iilready large mileage . 

Since the last era of railway building 
methods have been much cheapened and 
improved, setbut it is possible to venture 
with a railway into many localities where 
such an enterprise was prohibited under 
past conditions. A technical jaurnal 
recently collected statistics showing that 
thsre were, for tbe present season, 17.000 
miles of railway either under construe 
tion or projected. This will doubtless be 
gely added to if conditions improve. 

Like the line referred to in the begin 
ning of this article, a good deal of the 
railway construction of the near future 
will be upon lines running Nortk and 
South. All of the great trunk lines of the 
present, with few exceptions, run East 
and West. We have been expending 
nearly all of our energies In reaching out 
the Pacific and to penetrating tbe new 
common wealths of the Rocky Mountain 
regiei), while neglecting tbe older and 
ore important Held in the South. This 
iglect la bound soon to be remedied, and 
the furnlaklng of tbe South with needed 
railway facilities will add much to the 
activity when the revival comes "

And Several Injured in a Ten- 
nessee Mine Disaster. 



A New Tipple, Thought Safe, Falls 
With Terrible Results. 



At L<MI Half of Tbo» lojnr.d Will Die 
-Only Two Ksraped Without Hprlnui 
Wonodi-Dnt Jumped Twenty Feat 
to a Tr.. With Slight Scratches. 

Nashvillb, Tonn., May 15. -A Flor- 
ence, Ala., special to the llanner 
says: 

A terrible disaster occurred at Fink- 
ney, Tenn., ore mines, 30 miles from 
here, Thursday, beginning* at 3 o'clock. 
The new tipple, or ore dump. 60 feet 
high, Jell, killing ten white men and 
btjye outright, and seriously wounding 
several others. The killed are: Joseph 
Remington, Cal Kilburo, Will Kilburn, 
.Tim Brown, an 11-year-old son of Jim 
Brown, Cal Harris, Landin Harris. 
Richard Dardwick, Mat Crow, Jim 
Crow. 

The seriously injured are: Bill Sims, 
George Gamble, Cype Gamble, Alex. 
O'Dlll, Will Kir 
Donny Brown, 
Christain. 

Of the killed, Remington, Cal Kil- 
burn, Brown, Harris and the 
two Crows leave wives and from one 
to five children. Those who are seri- 
iously Injured have broken legs and 
arms and crushed hip bones, and inter- 
nal injuries. At least half those who 
are Injured will die, but their names 
can not be learned. All of the killed 
and wounded wore on the top of the 
tipple when it collapsed. Only 
two escaped without serious 
injuria* One young man, seeing 
his danger in time, Jumped 20 feet to a 
tree and received slight scratches, and 
another jumped to the ground, turn- 
ing over several times and alighted on 
his feet, only spraining his ankle. The 
cause of the collapse is unknown. The 
dump was a new one, and was tested 
with 20 cars of ore less than a month 
ago. There was only a small weight 
on it when it fell. The mines whire 
the disaster occurred belong to J. 
Craig" McLanahan. Drs. Arnold and 
Bramlette went to the scene on a spe- 
cial train Thursday evening, cared for

Art A, May 14.— Desperate fighting 
has been lu progress all day near Gri- 
boro, on the road to Filippiada. Two' 
brigades of Greeks with many guns, 
two companies of sappers, and a squad- 
ron of cavalry, attacked the 'lurks 
who were almost without artillery. 
The Greeks forced the first Turkish 
line of defense but met with a stub- 
born resistance at the aecond. In sev- 
eral places the bayonets were so close 
to tho cannon that they (the bayonets) 
could not be used. Already 500 of the 
Greeks are hors de combat The bat- 
tle still continues as this dispatch is 
being sent 

At t an. fighting at Griboro has 
ceased and the Greeks have occupied 
various heights in the neighborhood. 
Twenty-five officers and 400 men are 
horsde combat. The battle will be 
resumed Saturday. 

Since 4 o'clock p. m. the gunboat 
flotilla has been attacking Nicopoiis 
from inside the gulf of Ambracsia, 
with a simultaneous attack proceeding 
from the land side. The Turkish bat- 
teries replied vigorously and firmly re- 
sisted the attack. The coming on ol 
darkness stopped the engagement. 

All the Greek efforts are now con- 
oentrated upon capturing Nicopolis 
and Prevesa before udvauciug to Pent- 
epighadia. 

London, May 15.— The correspond- 
ent of the Times at Athens says: 

"The resumption of offensive opera- 
tions in Epirus greatly complicates the 
situation and tends to hamper tho ne- 
gotiations for peace. The evident in- 
tention of the llreek commanders is to 
capture the Turkish positions there in 
order to show that they have not been 
defeated. 

"In Bn interview Friday M. Ralli, 
the premier, repeated his statement 
that humanitarian motives are respon- 
sible for the advance in Epirus, but he 
did not deny the advantages which 
might be hoped for from the capture 
of Prevesa and the occupation of the 
adjoining Turkish territory. 

"We are still at war," he said, "and 
until an armistice is concluded Greece 
retains her liberty of action. We can 
not allow our activity to be confined 
to Thessaly, where the Turks are pre- 
ponderant The powers have hindered 
us from acting in Crete, but Greece 
can not be barred everywhere, nor 
compelled to restrict her operations to

At I,, ilna-too. Hr.. Dootroyed by Fire at 
m Loa* of •OO.OUO-Uart Status and 
Valuable Palutlnfe I. nut. 

LaxisoTON, Ky., May 15.— The court- 
house was completely burned and in 
au hour nothing remained but walla. 
Hart's beautiful masterpiece was de- 
stroyed in an attempt to remove it. 
Many of the looae records were car- 
ried out and others are in a steel vault 
in the basement. The courthouse waa 
built ten years ago and cost 8120,000. 

fire started in the Jury room 
which was vacant. The county school 
superintendent was conducting an ex- 
amination of 50 school children in the 
court room and they were all rescued. 

Firemen were helpless In the begin- 
ning and aoon deserted the courthouae 
to save surrounding buildings. High 
wind prevailed, and for a time the 
buildinga to the northeast were in 
great danger from flying embers. 
Bucket and garden hose brigades put 
out many incipient fires. The Central 
and first national banks and the offices 
of the Leader and the Herald were in 
the line of the fire, and were quickly 
emptied of books and records. 

When the fire waa under control it 
as found that the first floor and base- 
lent were partly saved from destruc- 
tion by fire, but deluged with water. 
In addition to the total destruction of 
Hart statue many valuable paintings 
in the court rooms were lost
